WAC game 
postponed 
when coach 
collapses

FORT COLLINS, Colo. — Only 
one minute and 45 seconds into the 
Utah-Hawaii game Thursday night, 
Hawaii coach Riley Wallace fainted, 
possibly suffering a rupture of a blood 
vessel in his brain. 

Play was suspended with Utah 
ahead 4-0 when Wallace “grabbed his 
head, went down and fell over,” said 
Hawaii assist coach Art Woolaway. 

Wallace was examined on the court 
by the University of Utah’s team doc- 
tor, Bert Evans, who said Wallace 
was alert but experiencing headache 
when he first saw him. 

Wallace was taken to Poudre Val- 
ley Hospital where he was given a 
CAT scan, said spokesperson Mike 
Vogl! of Poudre Valley. 

“The CAT scan was read and ev- 
erything is normal,” Vogl said. 

“Coach Wallace has now been 
placed in the care of a local neurolo- 
gist who is considering a test, a Lum- 
bar Puncture. It is a test to ‘identify 
any minute amounts of blood fluid 
around his brain, any minor buildup 
around the skull,” Vogl said at press 
time. “His condition can be described 
as good at this point.” 

The Utah-Hawaii match was post- 
poned until 10 a.m. today when it will 
resume at the point where play was 
suspended. The winner of this morn- 
ing’s game will play again tonight 
when they meet BYU at 9 p.m. 


Poll finds Democrats best

Professors discuss Earth, environment, eternity 


Problem is individual, collective ‘ungodliness’

Members of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints must take 
responsibility for the maintenance of 
the Earth, two BYU professors said 
during a discussion Thursday in the 
ELWC Memorial Lounge. 

Larry L. St. Clair and Paul Cox, 
both botany professors at BYU, dis- 
cussed the topic “Earth, Environ- 
ment and Kternity”’ as part of 
BYUSA’s Earth Week. 

St. Clair said because the world is 
facing numerous and complicated en- 
vironmental problems, it is important 
to understand the issues and act upon 
them. “The real problem is individual 
and collective ungodliness, mani- 
fested in greed and laziness. The cure 
for this ungodliness requires a change 
of our hearts and sacrifice of our 
lifestyles,” St. Clair said. 

St. Clair mentioned five misunder- 
standings of gospel principles as re- 
lated to life on Earth and of all God’s 
creations. 

The first misunderstanding is the 


commandment to have dominion over 
the Earth and subdue it. “We erro- 
neously believe that we own the 
Earth and have a right to devour its 
resources for our pleasure,” St. Clair 
said. 

The second misunderstanding is a 
misinterpretation of Doctrine and 
Covenants 104:17: “For the earth is 
full and there is enough to spare.” St. 
Clair said this passage was never in- 
tended to justify unmanaged con- 
sumption of resources. 

The third misunderstanding re- 
lates to mankind’s place in the natural 
world. “We tend to see ourselves as a 
special creation with ultimate biologi- 
cal control,” independent of and even 
beyond the control of natural laws, 
St. Clair said. 

The fourth misunderstanding is 
that the Lord will solve all environ- 
mental problems. “In reality we are 
personally accountable for what we 
know and what we do with our knowl- 
edge,” St. Clair said. 

“The fifth misunderstanding is that 
worldly riches, power and influence 
are the rewards of faithfulness,” St. 
Clair said.

A roasted egg, a roasted shankbone 
and other symbols help all who are 
involved in the Passover celebration 
remember the time their Jewish an- 
cestors were held in captivity and 
then led out of Egypt. 

Danielle Derr, 20, a junior from 
Alpine majoring in special education, 
said, “It was interesting to see the 
traditions of the Jewish people and 
how the Passover relates to Mormon 
beliefs.”

U.N. rejects lraq’s request for leniency 


UNITED NATIONS — The Security Council stood firm Thursday in its 
demand that Iraq comply completely and immediately with the Gulf War 
cease-fire provisions, rebuffing an appeal for leniency from Saddam Hussein’s 
special envoy. 

“Tn the view of the Security Council, the government of Iraq has not yet 
complied fully and unconditionally with those obligations, must do so and must 
immediately take the appropriate actions in this regard,” the council said in a 
statement read by its president, Venezuelan Ambassador Diego Arria. 

Iraq had promised the United Nations a complete accounting of its most 
dangerous weapons and pledged to tie up other loose ends from the Gulf War, 
but the U.S. ambassador said Baghdad was offering only “mirrors and 
smoke.” 

The response of the 15-member Security Council reflected Thomas Picker- 
ing’s skepticism. The United States, a permanent member of the council, 
pushed for its authorization of military force to drive Iraq from Kuwait last 
year. 

The council has not ruled out a military response to enforce the cease-fire 
terms. 

For two days, Tariq Aziz, Iraq’s deputy prime minister, appeared before 
the council to argue unsuccessfully that Iraq was cooperating and that the 
council should lift crippling trade sanctions. 


. Soil bacteria stops AIDS-related cancer 


WASHINGTON — A compound from soil bacteria has stopped the growth 
in laboratory mice of Kaposi’s sarcoma, a lethal skin cancer common among 
male AIDS patients. 

Researchers at the National Cancer Institute report in Friday’s issue of the 
journal Science that a compound called sulfated polysaccharide peptidoglycan, 
or SP-PG, is more effective in laboratory studies against Kaposi’s the drugs 
now commonly used against the cancer. 

Shuji Nakamura, a University of Southern California scientist formerly 
with NCI and first author of the study, said SP-PG was tested both against 
laboratory cultures of Kaposi’s sarcoma, or KS, and against lesions of the 
cancer that had been grown in laboratory mice that lack an immune system. 

In both cases, said Nakamura, KS was stopped in its tracks. “SP-PG 
specifically inhibited the growth of Kaposi’s sarcoma cells on chicken cells and 
in nude mice,” he said. “And during our experiment on mice, I did not see any 
type of side effect.” 


Retail sales up second month in a row 


WASHINGTON — Retail sales shot up 1.3 percent in February, the second 
strong advance in a row, the government said Thursday in a report inspiring 
optimism that the long-stagnant economy finally was reviving. 

One economist said robust sales were “ample evidence” of a revival despite a 
separate report showing volatile jobless claims rising anew. 

The report is the latest of “a number of positive signs that the economy has 
started to grow again,” Treasury Secretary Nicholas F. Brady told reporters 
at a National Press Club lunch. 

Most economists dismissed the second report, which showed a 22,000 in- 
crease in initial jobless insurance claim total for the last week in February, 
saying employment growth always comes late in an economic recovery. 

The Labor Department said the number of Americans filing first-time 
claims for unemployment benefits rose to 459,000 in the week ending Feb. 28. 
That was the highest level in a month. Instead of the jobless picture, analysts 
focused on the Commerce Department report. 


Owens increases estimate on overdrafts 


SALT LAKE CITY — Utah Rep. Wayne Owens has significantly upped his 
estimate of the number of checks he may have bounced in his account at the 
notorious House Bank. 

The three-term Democrat told Charles Gibson on ABC’s “Good Morning 
America” Thursday that he had written an estimated “20 or 30” bad checks. 

Earlier, Owens had said he had written only four or five overdrafts. 

The statement came only hours before House Democrats, bowing to Repub- 
lican pressure, agreed to release the names of the 355 former and current 
members who had bounced checks. Democrats and the House Ethics Commit- 
tee had wanted to limit the release to the two dozen worst offenders. 

The bank was closed after it was revealed that hundreds of congressmen had 
written bad checks that were covered by the bank without interest or 
penalties.

“The main problem is the incredible 
conspiracy of silence and conspiracy 
of disbelief,” Thompson said.

People are tor- 
tured, jailed and “disappeared” to 
prevent them from talking. 

Thompson said AI has frequently 
run into situations where a govern- 
ment will not deny that rape is being 
used as torture, but say “it has to be 


done because it is considered a legiti- 
mate way to keep the citizens under 
control: ‘It has to be expected,’ or, 
‘One should not interfere with so- 
called ‘cultural practices.’ ” 

In some countries, being a rape vic- 
tim is also a crime. Thompson said 
that in Pakistan, women who claim to 
have been raped can be convicted of 
having “extra-marital relations” and 
be subject to public whipping.

The possibility of an on-campus re- 
source center for women was dis- 
cussed Thursday afternoon at the 
Student Advisory Council meeting.

in honor of its sesquicentennial. 

Alana Kindness, from the College 
of Education, pointed out the need for 
such a center. “The Women’s Coun- 
seling Center is overwhelmed by the 
number of women who come in for 
help.” she said. 

Joe Kerry, SAC chair, said he 
called several universities which re- 
ported their resource centers have 
been misused. “The trend for the cen- 
ters is the initial noble intent gets 
prostituted by radicals,” he said. 

Lara Marwick, representing Stu- 
dents of Other Faiths, said a survey 
conducted in one English 315 class 
showed 20 women out of 72 had been 
raped or attacked, and only four of 
those received help.

Nu Skin 
distributors will see improved cost ef- 
fectiveness and quicker delivery 
times with the consolidation and re- 
cent shipping rate renegotiations, 
Roney said. 

“Our greatest regret is the loss of a 
dedicated work force at the Atlanta 
facility,” Roney said. Nu Skin will 
provide a compensation program for 
the affected personnel, he said. Nu 
Skin will also provide job search 
training for the employees affected, 
Roney said. 

Consolidating distribution in Provo 


Reverend tells Catholic club to be proud

Rev. Robert J. Bussen, vicar gen- 
eral for the Diocese of Salt Lake City, 
encouraged Catholics not to be non- 
Mormons, but to be proud Catholics. 
Bussen spoke to the BYU Catholic 
Newman club Thursday night on 
Catholic identity, 

Bussen started his speech by going 
over the various climates found in the 
state of Utah. “Utah is the land of

extremes. There are mountains, 
deserts and red rock canyons,” 
Bussen said. “The deserts are very 
harsh. Nothing grows there because 
of the salt,” yet the canyons of south- 
ern Utah are incredibly beautiful, 
teeming with living things. 

Bussen mirrored Utah Catholics 
with the land they live in. “Utah 
Catholics are tough, mean and re- 
silient. Everything is precious. We 
take nothing for granted. 

“The Utah Catholic sets his roots 
deep in rock, grows in no soil in ex- 
treme and harsh conditions. The Utah 
Catholic is strong, weathered and 
revels in challenge,” Bussen said. 

Bussen said he remembered grow- 
ing up in Weber County and the many 
discussions with classmates about re- 
ligion and who was right and who was 


wrong. “Growing up in a very LDS 
society isn’t easy,” Bussen said. 

But, he said he knew his religion 
better than his extended family living 
in St. Louis because of this. “I was 
always proud to be a Catholic,” 
Bussen said. 

" Bussen said part of his responsibili- 
ties of being vicar general include vis- 
iting rural areas in southern Utah and 
substituting for ill priests. 

Bussen said Utah Catholics are 
special people. “When the history of 
our church is written, there must be a 
chapter on Utah Catholics.” 

Bussen encouraged Catholics to 
stand firm in difficulty. “We have a lot 
to be proud of, but we are also vulner- 
able,” Bussen said. 

Bussen also encouraged Catholics 
to avoid the sin of being a non-Mor- 


mon. “The sin of being a non-Mormon 
includes telling Mormons why they 
are wrong, being always bitter, 
drinking, smoking and when we meet 
with other non-Mormons, talking bad 
about Mormons.” 

When in a compromising situation 
that would make a member of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints feel uncomfortable, leave or 
change the subject of the conversa- 
tion, he said. Another way to avoid 
this sin is not to be anon-Mormon, but 
a proud Catholic. “You don‘t need to 
tear others down to build yourself 
up,” Bussen said. 

Bussen graduated from the St. 
Thomas seminary. He studied at Gre- 
gorian University in Rome. He also 
received his MBA from Utah State 
University. 


Dallas Brass performs jazz,

The members of the band do not see 
their concert as just a recital. Rather 
they see themselves as entertainment 
with a musical touch.

We 
take more of a show approach to the 
concert, rather than a recital, because 
we feel that people don’t come to con- 
certs to sit and stare at people.

Their concerts are focused on music 
appreciation because they want to ed- 
ucate audiences as they go along and 
not just play.

Although the group is called the 
Dallas Brass, only Wiff Rudd, on 
trumpet, is from Texas. The rest of 
the members are from five different 
states. 

The group is on the road for 200 
days out of the year. As a result, the 
group has found it strenuous to re- 
hearse, but the satisfaction gained 
performing makes it worthwhile. 

“T think the thing that keeps us to- 
gether is everyone knows we are do- 
ing something special,” Levine said. 

“Although we know there is a solid 
future ahead of us where we can re- 
ally ‘make it big,’ we feel we are fortu- 
nate to have the opportunity to make 
a positive influence on others and see 
the excitement they have for music 
afterward.”
